FIFTH CLASS CITIES. 



Points From The Charter Under 
Which We are Now Living. 

The following extract* from the char- 
tor under which Cloverport is now living 
will be of interest to the public here : 

When it is deemed advisable to annex 
any new territory' not already within 
the city boundaries, or reduce the size of 
the city, the name can be done by the 
city council passing an act defining said 
boundaries and publishing said act in 
four issues of a weekly paper. Provided 
that one 01 more free holders of the ter- 
ritory to be annexed or thrown out may, 
within sixty days of the said enactment, 
file a petition in Circuit Court showing 
reasons against said enactment. If the 
Court finds that leas than seventy-five 
per cent, of the free holders of said terri- 
tory have remonstrated and that said 
enactment will be for the interest of the 



In any city where the wile of 
such liquors are now forbidden by law, 
until such law be changed. 
The city council is hereby authorized 
ad empowered to order any work they 
deem necessary to l>e done uiion the 
sidewalks, curbing, sewers, streets, avc- 
highways and public places of such 
The cost and expense incurred in 
repairing street", avenues 
highways, sewers and public places shall 
bo paid out of the general hind of the 
city. The expense incurred in making 
and repairing Bide-walks and curbing 
shall be paid by the owners of lands 
fronting and abutting thereon, each lot

The members of the city council and 
mayor and police Judge shall be elected 
by the qualified voters of said city at a 
general municipal election to be held 
therein on the Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November in 18113, and there- 
after as their respective terms expire, 
and at the general election next preced- 
ing the expirations of their terms; the 
mayor and police Judge to hold four 
years, and the meuiberi of the city coun- 
cil two years, from the first Monday iu 
January following their election: Pro- 
vided, That the terms of police Judges 
elected at the November election, 189:1, 
shall begin on the first day of September 
1804, and continue until the November 
election, 18SI7, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. The marshal, 
assessor, treasurer, clerk and city attor- 
ney shall lie appt'nted for a term of two 
years by the city council, but may be re- 

Any vacancies occurring iu any of the 
offices provided for in this chapter shall 
be filled by appointment of the city 
council.

The moment life is extinct the body is 
wrapped in a blanket, placed across a 
pony's back, and taken to some remote 
place which has previously been decided 
upon. A steep bluff or hill is a favorite 
Bpot, and if a natural cave or cleft on 
not be found an artificial one is made by 
digging, and is afterward lined with 
stones and cemented with clay. The 
body is placed inside nnd the spotting 
walled up and plasterod on the outside 
with mud. If on a bill side, dry earth 
is then thrown over the whole for con- 
cealment. The footprints of the return- 
ing party are then carefully covered up, 
and the L'tes can never afterward be in- 
duced to talk to the white man of the 
dead or bis grave. Occasionally, how- 
ever, in traveling through the mountains 
of western Uolora'da human bones will
